HE DOES THINGS. 


Governor of Empire State of 
Peculiar Personality, Put- 
ting Trust in People, 
Not Politicians. 


IS NOT OF TAFT TYPE. 


Public Utilities Law the Master 

Work of Executive, Who Is 

a Strong Presidential 
Possibility. 


' BY RAYMOND. 

New York, Oct, 24,—[Special.]}—As I sat in 
the executive chamber and witnessed an ordi- 
nary looking man finishing his lamb chop and 
pouring out his second cup of tea it was dim - 
cult to understand that he wes Gov. Hughes, 
the chief executive of the first state in the 
union. | : 

The governor of New York has a peculiar 
personality. He ig cold. He would seldom 
male friends by himself. When he talks he 
occasionally breaks into a smile that is most 
engaging, but those half laughs are rare. He 
is a serious man, and he takes things in a 
serious way. He likes to climb mountains, 
and he has the thrill of the woods in all he 
does. Be | 

In his talk Gov. Hughes is intensely earnest 
and full of the dignity of his work. Yet he ts 
less ofa chief executive than most men in the 
same place. He is always tha succesefu! law- 
yer who has been selected for unusual work 
in a conspicuous place. 


Taft and Hughes Not Alike. 

There is scarcely any doubt of the fact that 
Gov. Hughes of New York and Secretary Taft! 
of Ohio are the most natural probabilities for 
the presidency next year, agsuming that Mr. 
Roosevelt will not be a candidate. Between 
the two there are absolutely no points of simi!- 
larity. Taft is big and fat and essentially a 
good mixer. Hughes is small and spare and 
one who must be understood at first hand or 
not at all. Asa governor he has been a re- 
markable success. He has accomplished 
great things and has done more in the way of 
actual executive work than La Follette, Cum- 
mins, Johnson, or any of the other spectacu- 
lar governors. 

The public utilities bill, which Gov. Hughes 
pushed through the legislature by the force 
of his individual capacity, is more nearly in 
tune with the intentions of President Roose- 
velt than that reformer was able to accom- 
plish with congress. The public utilities bill 
alone should be enough to entitle Gov. Hughes 
to first rank in the list of men who do things. 
It is his own creation, for it was drafted in 
his own speeches. In this one act there is 
concentrated a determination to control the 
corporations to a wares not yet expressed in 
law. 

The effect of the law was immediately ap- 
parent. The commission which it created 
began to develop corporate iniquities almost 
at once. It exposed the nefarious actions of 
the New York traction combination and it dis- 
lodged Belmont and his aggregation as a po- 
litical force. ! 


Conservative, Yet Forceful. 

Yet with all this, Gov. Hughes is distinct- 
ly a conservative quantity. He operates 
along well regulated lines. He seems to bea 
good lawyer who has been intrusted with 
the work of a governor of a great state, and 
who has accepted his duties simply and sole- 
ly as they have come to him. 

It may be doubted whether Gov. Hughes 
would make a good president. He is too 
individual, too much of à lawyer, and pos- 
sibly too little of an executive. He cer- 
tainly ie less of a governor than La Follette 
or Deneen or Cumming, and yet he is un- 
doubtedly greater than any of these. Gov. 
Hughes’ capacity lies in the fact that he 
relies entirely upon the support of the peo- 
ple. He first makes up his mind as to a 
certain policy and then takes the public into 
his cohfidence. He hag refused always to 
make use of the patronage of his office to 
advancs his own theories, and has never 
played politics to advance his individual ends. 


Utilities Bill Master Work. 

The public utilities bill, which is now closely 
associated with his career as governor, is 
undoubtedly the greatest advance yet made 
in the direction of the control of corporations 
by the state. It assumes to create a commis- 
sion which will absolutely regulate every 
public corporation and which will establish 
the right of the state to supervise the acts of 
every corporation. Whether this can be done 
legally remains to be seen, and yet it is cer- 
tainly true that Gov. Hughes is more of a 
lawyer than a governor. His public utilities 
bill passed the scrutiny. of the best lawyers 
in the New York®@egislature and its constitu- 
tionality has not yet been questioned. 


FAIRBANKS OUT OF THE RACE. 


Announces Ht Is N ot Candidate, Active- 
ly, Tentatively, or Receptively, 
for the Presidency. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 24—[ Special. ]}—Charies 
W. Fairbanks, vice president of the United

“Are you a candidate for any office, active- 
ly, tentatively, or receptive?y?” he waeasked.

STRESS LAID ON MORALITY. 


sued Thirty Years Ago. 


real or fancied slights it may have received 
at the hands of American school authorities 
if President Otto C. Schneider of the Chicago 
school board Has his way. President Schnei- 
der wants to adopt the Japanese imperial re- 
script on education as the standard of ethical 
and moral teaching in the Chicago public 
schools. 

A copy of the rescript, in a new translation 
recently made by a board of Japanese schol- 
ars, reached the president yesterday from 
the Japanese government at Tokio. 

It did not take President Schneider long to 
discover in the document a pointer for the 
Chicago schools. 

Why not?” he said to a visitor who ex- 
pressed surprise at the president’s proposal. 


here. The document cannot he improved 
upon. 

“It presents a code of ethics which seems 
to apply to the west as well as the east. 
The chief stress seems to be laid on the de- 
velopment of morality, and that is right. 
Learning, has really always been of sec- 
ondary consideration, and it should be.“ 


This Is the Japs’ Creed. 
| The rescript, which is a sort of educational 
creed, was issued some thirty years ago by 
the emperor of Japan, and has been used 
since that time as a formula for ethical 
teaching in the Japanese schools. In part 
it reads: 

Be filial to your parents, affectionate to 
| your brothers and sisters; as husbands and 
wives be harmonétous, as friends true; bear 
yourselves in modesty and moderation; ex- 
tend your benevolence to all; pursue learn- 
ing and cultivate arts, and thereby develop 
intellectual faculties and perfect moral 
powers; furthermore, advance public good 
and promote common interests; always re- 
spect the conetitution and preserve the laws; 
should emergency arise, offer yourselves 
courageously to the state; and thus guard 
and maintain the-prosperity of our imperial 
throne, coeval with heaven and earth.“ 

“Our education hes had no connection 
with religion, says the communication which 

ed the reseript, and the new sys- 
tem is entirely free from any sacerdotal in- 
fluence. Secular morality has always been 
taught in the schools and forms the dis- 
tinetive feature of our system.“

STATE’S ATTORNEY NOT JUDGE 
ON QUO WARRANTO ACTIONS. 


Supreme Court Virtually Takes Away 
Discretionary Power of Prosecutors— 
May Affect Sunday Closing Case. 


The Illinois Supreme court in an opinion 
handed down at Springfield yesterday takes 
away from state’s attorneys and the attorney 
general their discretion fn the signing of pe- 
titlons in quo warranto proceedings. While 
the court does not abrogate the statute giving 
these officers discretion in proceedings of 
this character, it holds that a failure to act 
where a proper showing ie made amounts to 
a failure to exercise discrimination. 

In the suit in question States Attorney 
Healy is required to sign a petition in quo 
warranto proceedings which Edward O. Ras- 
ter wants to bring for the purpose of oust- 
ing Horace L. Brand, charged with having 
usurped the office of treasurer of the Illinois 
Printing company. Raster first applied to 
the state’s attorney of Cook county, but that 
officer declingd to sign the petition. The 
Cireult court refused to interfere, but the 
Supreme court has reversed the ruling.

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FLAMES IN MASONIC TEMPLE 


Fire, Quickly Put Under Control, 
Causes Panie Among Dancers. 


ELEVATOR MEN ARE HEROIC. 


Swooning Passengers Are Carried 
Down Safely Through Smoke.

Three hundred people-were enjoying them- 
selves in the Assembly hall on the seven- 
teenth floor of the Masonic Temple last mid- 
night when fire started on the fourth floor, 
spread to the seventh, and filled the upper 
part of the building with smoke. 

A general stampede followed when smoke 
reached the hall where friends of the Cath- 
olle Knights and Ladies of America were 
attending a reception. 

The fire was caused by hydraulic rods 
which became “ hot.”, The rods, which are 
at the rear of the elevator shett, ignited the 


wood partition. The blase spread rapidly 


before it was discovered by Watchman Me- 
Carthy. Each floor is in charge of a janitor 
at night, and a bell sounded three times 
warned them of the fire. Each took his place 
promptly and used fire extinguishers with 
good effect until the arrival of fire companies. 


Women Become Hysterical. 

The dancers in the assembly hall were pre- 
paring to leave the hall when the fire 
started. Many had their street wraps, while 
others were dancing ‘‘ Home, Sweet Home.“ 
Part of the crowd had reached the elevator 
entrance when smoke came pouring through 
the elevator shaft. 

Then there was excitement agd some 
hysterics. Quick action and cool judgment 
on the part of employés of the building in 
operating three elevators, however, made the 
rescue of the women easy, but some of them 
fainted. Others became excited and 
scrambled down the long flights of stairs. 

The three men who operated the elevators 
are Richard Bachman, Harry Swigert, and 
J. C. McCarthy. They continued carrying 
passengers down, while firemen were busy 
with their apparatus. 

One woman shouted that her little girl was 
missing, and four firemen searched for her 
until she was discovered in the street in com- 
pany of a man who had carried her down the 
seventeen flights of stairway to safety, and

ROOSEVELT IS NOT WORRYING: 
ASSURED OF WEST’S STRENGTH 


Secretary Garfield Informs President 
Banks in This Section of the Country 
Are Thoroughly Scare Proof. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 24—President 
Roosévelt today was thoroughly informed 
regarding the financial stress in Wall street 
and Pittsburg, and is understood to regard 
the crisis as over, and also to approve of the 
measures of relief which Secretary Cortel- 
you afforded both cities. Both Senator 
Knox and Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Edwards recelved direct information 
from Pittsburg by telephone today which was 
of most reassuring character. Senator 
Knox told the president that all apprehension 
in that quarter was dispelled. 

Secretary Garfield, who on his recent en- 
tended western trip made financial cOnditions 
a special subject of inquiry, reviewed the 
situation with the president at some length. 
What the secretary found in the west was 
encouraging. He reported to the president 
that western bankérs have gradually been 
divorcing themselves from Wall street in- 
fluences until they are now practically in- 
dependent of them, at least to the extent of 
not being embarrassed because of a slump 
in the securities dealt in on the New York 
stock exchange.

The term of service should 
be irrespective of changes in the presidential 
office and the positione should be made dig- 
nified and attractive both in salary and in 
permanence of service.” 


Would Amend Constitution. 


Thomas C. Spelling, general attorney for 
the American Federation of Labor, was one 
of several representatives of organized work- 
men who spoke in the afternoon. He said 
that the Sherman act was utterly ineffective 
to give relief, and that Charles G. Dawes 
was unnecessarily exercised when he repre- 
sented the great fear of the act under which 
the business interests stood. 

There is no virtue in the Serman law,“ 
he asserted, ao constitutional power to 
reach the 200 or more corporations that are 
oppreseing the public. The only business 
that can be reached under the act is by inter- 
state commerce, but that practically has 
been nullified by the interstate commerce 
commission in ite rulings under the Hepburn 
act. 

He said that until a constitutional conven- 
tion was called to amend the constitution so 
the trusts could be reached he would regard 
all proposed remedies as so much claptrap 
proposed by politicians to mislead the people. 

Lawes Enough; Enforce Them. 

Warren 8. Stone, grand chief of the Na- 
tional Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
gave a terse policy for settling trust prob- 
lems. 

“ We don’t want more laws,“ said he, but 
better enforcement of those we have, better 
respect for the laws, and their application 
to all sections and all interests alike.”

Sees Elimination of Competition. 
The commission declared in its report: 
“The effect of control of the Southern Pa- 

cific by the Union Pacific has been to unify 
and amalgamate the management of those 
two railway companies and their steamship 
lines, and to eliminate competition between 
them in transcontinental business and in 
business to and from oriental ports. 

The Union Pacific controls the San Pedro, 
Los Angeles and Salt Lake railroad, which 
Was originally intended as an independent 
road, extending from Salt Lake, where it 
connects with the Union Pacific, and with 
the Denver and Rio Grande, to Los Angeles 
and San Pedro, Cal. There is, therefore, no 
competition between this line and the Union 
Pacific and Southern Pacific. 

It appears that the Union Pacific also 
owned $10,000,000 par value of the stock of 
the a.ichison, TopeKa and Santa Fé railway 
company, and about $30,000,000 more is 
owned by individuals corinected with the 
Union Pacific, making $40,000,000, or sub- 
stantially 17 per cent of the entire capital 
stock of the Santa Fé railway company, and 
there is now a division of the oriental traffic 
by the Pacific Mail Steamship company be- 
tween the Union Pacific and Santa Fé sys- 
tems. 

It appears that there aleo hae been a di- 
vision of fruit traffic between certain Cali 
fornia territory and the east, each taking a 
certain percentage, and north of San Fran- 
cisco the Union Pacific and Santa Fé have 
joined and amalgamated their interests in 


the Northwestern Pacific railroad.”’ 


May Sue Early in New Year. 

It is this situation particularly that has 
been the subject of the attorney general's 
special investigation after he concluded that 
criminal prosecution of Harriman was im- 
possible.

Kroll was shot when attempting to hold up 
Louis Reinhardt in front of Remhardt's res- 
idence at 64 West North avenue. Reinhardt 
had entered a saloon at Ashiand and North 
avenues a few minutes before the attack 
and displayed a large sum of money. Kron 
and two companions followed him. 

Gus Schroeder, a fireman in the employ of 
the Chicago Brewing company, saw the mén 
when they ordered Reinhardt to hold up his 
hands. He fired several shots and Kroll fell 
wounded. He was taken tothe hospital and 
placed jn ward 20, the large surgical ward on 
the ground floor. Three policemen were de- 
tallied to keep eight hour watches over him 
until he was strong enough to be taken to 
the police station. 


Guard Dozing or Meditating.“ 

Tuesday morning Kroll was operated on 
and he began to recover rapidly. Regular 
watches were kept until Johnson went on 
duty at 10:30 o’clock Wednesday night. What 
happened in the few hours between that time 
and Kroll's escape is a matter of dispute. 
Miss Elizabeth Parkes, the night nurse. said 
that she left Kroll apparently sleeping at 8:30 
o’clock. Johnson, she said, also was sleeping. 

The policeman asserts in one story that 
he went to the washroom for a minute, leav- 
ing Kroll, as he thought, fast asleep and too 
weak to escape, anyway. In another story he 
says he sat on Kroll's bed all the time and 
must have been meditating at the time of the 
iow Parkes returned to the cot a few min- 
utes before 4 o'clock and found it empty, 
with the policeman nodding at one end. 
She woke Johnson Up and told him that his 
prisoner was gone. A giance at the west 
side of the ward showed an open window. 
Kroll had jumped to the ground from the 
ledge—a matter of a few feet—and had 
climbed a high iron fence, making his 
escape down Lincoln street. 

Daniel Buckley, an interne in Miss Parkes 
ward, corroborates the nurse's story. 

The police were about to search Kroll s 
house when they received word that his body 
had been found. The identification of the 
body was made at Hayes’ undertaking rooms, 
482 West Belmont avenue, to which it was 
taken by the police of the Irving Park sta- 
tion.

invention. “These molds, for a three story house, such as I shall build first, will 
cost $30,000, but an infinite number of houses can be made from one set of molds. 
“When the house is finished, the bathtubs, stairs, and everything of that sort 
will be in it, all integral parts of the building. The only wood necessary will

The average member of the house who has 
any ambition to return would as soon think 
of jumping off the big dome as of voting for 
a bill which required his party to make three 
nominations for the house of representatives. 
For just this reason the senate committee 
has devised this niceJjittle amendment. The 
senators knew that with it in the bill there 
is no power on earth which could induce the 
house to concur in the other changes which 
will be made in the measure. If every mem- 
ber of the house were so dead crazy to get 
primary legislation that he would accept al- 
most any kind_of a bill returned to him by the 
senate, he would balk on this one detail. 


Conference or Deadlock. 

The senate is proceeding on the plan of 
making it impossible for the house to concur 
and of throwing the bill into conference and 
probably into a deadlock in which nothing 
can be done. Things are so adjusted now 
that it would be possible to pass an emergency 
primary law entirely different from this 
Oglesby bill by a two-thirds vote in the sen- 
ate, but by only a majority vote in the house. 
When the lower branch passed the Oglesby 
bill with ite emergency clause a two-thirds 
vote was required, and the help of the demo- 
crats was absolutely essential. Now the 
senate can substitute an entirely new bill 
between the enacting clause and the emer- 
gency clause of the Oglesby bill and return 
it to the house where seventy-seven repub- 
licans by concurring in the “ amendment 6 
can make it an emergency law. In the first 
instance 102 votes were needed. 80 long as 
the title and number of the house bill are 
preserved it will require only seventy-seven 
votes to do the rest of the work in the house. 

The democrats have passed the emergency 
clause, and if the republicans could get to- 
gether on another sort of a bill they do not 
need democratic aid any more. It is just 
this possibility which makes the senate afraid 
to send back any sort of a bill which stood 
a chance of getting the support of seventy- 
seven republicans. It might become a law. 


Other Measures Acted On. 5 

Before undertaking the primary wor at 
the night session the senate disposed of 
other measures in the afternoon. Senator 
Hayes bill creating the tax commission to 
study questions of revenue passed by 
a vote of 87 to 0. The state architect's bill 
allowing that officer additional compensa- 
tion was called up, but failed to receive the 
necessary two-thirds vote to carry an emer- 
gency clause and was postponed for further 
consideration next week. The principal 
fight on it was made by Senators Potter, 
Henson, and Burton, who asserted that the 
architect already received compensation dis- 
proportionate to his services. 
The Allen bill declaring the Desplaines 
and Illinois rivers navigable streams was 
advanced to third reading and the state 
treasurer’s bill was similarly advanced at 
the request of Senator Ettelson. 


WOMAN KILLED AFTER DANCE

DENOUNCED AS A SWINDLER. 


Organizer of Exhibition of Patents 
Suddenly Leaves Chicago. 


Federal authorities, creditors, and a hand- 
some young wife are seeking Adam Arthur, 
stock broker, real estate agent, and pro- 
moter of the recent exhibition of patents 
held at Brooke’s casino. Arthur had offices | 
at 1812 and 1314 in the Republic building. 

Although no formal information has been 
filed, Postoffice Inspector Frank F. Sharon 
saye Arthur used the mails to defraud. He 
believes Arthur “‘ cleaned up at Yeast $3,000 
on the exhibition. The missing man's wife 
figures the same way. She bases her esti- 
mate on what was told her by the negro 
stenographer formerly employed by Arthur. 

Arthur’s office fixtures have been seized 
on achattel mortgage. His residence, at 3309 
Wallace street, is closed for same reason. 
His wife has heen evicted and is now living 
with her sister, Mrs. Daniel F. Stahl, 8140 
Emerald avenue. Mrs. Arthur 18 positive 
that a husbands disappearance was pre- 


arranged. 

Arthur has been in business in Chicago 
for some years. He looked and acted pros- 
perous, but it is said his wealth appeared 
principally upon his office stationery. His 
house furnishings and his wearing apparel 
were purchased upon the easy payment plan. 


Many Branch Offices Claimed. 

The sign on the office door is, Branch 
Office of Arthur’s Patent Exhibition.“ It an- 
nounces also that another branch was main- 
tained in the Record building, Union stock- 
yards. The office stationery “‘ showed that 
offices were maintained in Berlin, Brussels, 
Dresden, Rome, Zurich, Budapest, Washing- 
ton, D. C.; Ottawa, Ont.; London, and New 
York, and that the cable address was Ar- 
thur, Chicago.“ 

The federal authorities are interested in 
Arthur because in soliciting exhibiters for 
the show at the Casino he mailed circular 
letters containing this promise: The ex- 
hibition is open from Oct. 5 to 19, and I will | 
positively refund your $10 (the entrance fee) 
the day the exhibition is over if your patent 
ig not sold.“ 

Arthur left the city on Oct. 11. Much of the 
exhibit is still in possession of the Casino 
managers. His violation of the promise, ac- 
cording to the federal authorities, constitutes 
the fraud complained against. 


Charges of Swindling Made. 

Louis F. Learman of St. Paul, Minn., first, 
complained to the federal authorities about 
Arthur. He sought to have his $10 restored. 
In investigating Inspector Sharon discovered 
others treated in similar manner, and it is 
expected that more will be heard from. 

H. P. Addison, 728 Englewood avenue, told 
Sharon that Arthur sold him a gold brick.“ 
Addison said he paid $800 for one-half interest 
in the brokerage section of the business, and 
then discovered that everything was mort- 
gaged and that what he was supposed to have 
bought was worthless, 

Mrs. Arthur says a representative of a 
downtown house has called upon her seeking 
to collect $125 which Arthur owes for clothes. 
She was left with but $2. She has retained a 
lawyer and will try to save something out of 
the wreckage. 

Mrs. Stahl stated that Arthur was jealous 
of his wife and that he got his own diamonds 
out of pawn before leaving the city, but per- 
mitted those of his wife to remain in the 
hands of the broker. Six years ago Mrs. Ar- 
thur, then Lillian Rentz, called at his office’ 
on business.

Decision of Judge Cleland That City Or-

OPERATORS TO JOIN.

Milwaukee, Wie., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—The 
resolution favoring the amalgamation of the 
railroad and commercial telegraphers intro- 
duced this morning in the convention of 
union commércial telegraphers was almost 
unanimously adopted this evening in spite 
of the strenuous opposition of M. J, Reidy, 
member of the national executive board. 

A special call to the railroad telegraphers 
to enlist the support of the union will be 
issued and, pursuant to a clause in the reso- 
lution a committee of five of the Commer- 
cial Telegraphers’ ution will be appointed 
and empowered to treat with railroad oper- 
ators and their officers. The officers of the 
railway telegraphers will be requested to 
call a special convention of their order at the 
earliest possible date for action upon the 
amalgamation. 

In opposition to the amalgamation Reidy 
declared that the railway trainmen had not 
shown any disposition to unite with the 
commercial union when it was formed and 
would show still less now when such action 
might involve them in a strike. 


Fail to Conciliate Radicals. 


At a midnight session of the convention last 
night and in today’s meeting efforts of the 
moderates to conciliate the radicals, who de- 
mand the dismissal of the present officers, 
failed. The plan to appoint a board of strategy 
to take over the conduct of the strike was de- 
feated signally, and a constitutional amend- 
ment was offered to legalize the election of 
officers at the present convention. 

The strongest candidates for president are 
Frank Likes of Chicago and F. G. Copps of 
San Francisco.

Case in Point Right at Hand. 


By a peculiar coincidence a city investi- 
gator had reported a case that was branded 
as a fraud only an hour before the calling 
of the evening’s meeting. The records were 
on Mr. Morrison's desk, and they were used 
as a strong argument of the necessity for 
the proposed rogues’ galery. 

The case in question is that of Louis Cour- 
lan, a Frenchman, who has been in Chicago 
a little more than two months. He is claim- 
ing damages of the city because of alleged 
injuries sustained in a fall, through a hole 
in a sidewalk on the northwest side. 

When my investigator looked up this case 
he discovered that the man just had re- 
celved about $500 from the str car com- 
pany because of the same injuries,“ said Mr. 
Morrison. “It looks like the man had 
tumbled into the hole and shouted loudly for 
assistance with the result that he got several 
witnesses to what wasn’t an accident at all. 

Had our clearing house been in operation 
at that time it would have been possible to 
have investigated the case at once and found 
out just what the merits of the man’s claims 
were.“ 

After careful consideration of all the details 
of the new plan it was estimated that the 
cost of the bureau would be about $350 a 
month. While the city probably will receive 
the benefits to a greater degree than any of 
the other corporations interested, it will pay 
only a twentieth of the expenses.

ROLL LARGE ELSEWHERE. 


Several Villages Are Destroyed, 
and Torrential Rain Adds 
to the Misery. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO rammen. 

ROM. Oct. 24.—Five hundred of the popu- 
lation of Ferruzeano, which was 2,000, have 
perished. Many of the injured inhabitants 
are still alive in the ruins. Fefrusgano is 
perched on a hill near the sea. It has no tele- 
graphic communication with the outside 
world, and not even carriage roads It can 
only be reached with great difficulty, which 
ig increased by the ruins. 

Half of the houses at Brancaleone collapsed 
and many persons were buried in the ruins, 
and at Sinopoli and St. Dario more lives are 
said to have been lost. Panic prevailed every- 
where. Bocella, Jonica, Reggio, Cosansa, 
Baracdio, Cittanova; Palmi, Marina, and 
other towns also suffered from the shocks, 
but none severely. 

This earthquake bids fair to rival that of 
1905. When the second shock, twenty-four 
seconds, came it seemed as if the earth never 
would stop roeking, Many persons cried out 
that the end of the world had come. The 
oscillation was so violent that the needle in 
the recording instrument at the observatory 
at Calabria was broken. 


Cathedral Is Thrown Down. 

The cathedral at Torre di Geraoe, which 
arose from the ruins of Lo¢ri Epizephyril, the 
once celebrated colony of the Locrains, was 
thrown down, as was also an ancient tower 
which had withstood all the Calabrian earth- 
quakes for centuriés past, Half the houses 
of the village of Gerace are in ruins. | 

During the confusion caused by the first 
earthquake the prisoners in the jail at Catan- 
zaro mutinied. The female prisoners were 
particularly alarmed. They screamed, shout- 
ed, and beat the doors until the whole place 
Was in a terrible uproar. 

A soon as possible detachments of troops, 
with relief trains, were hurried to the scene 
of the disaster. 

Only two days ago the finance minister, 
Sig. Masseminl, inaugurated two entirely new 
villages in Calabria. These, however, with- 
stood the shocks. 

Premier Gioletti during the dey conferred 
with King Victor Emmanuel on the disaster, 
and it was reported later thet his majesty 
would go to the disturbed districts if any 
fresh shocks occurred. 

Members of the Red Cross, soldiers, and 
volunteers are busily searching for the dead 
and rescuing the injured throughout the af- 
fected area, A Warship has been ordered 
to aid sufferers along the coast. 


Government Gives $20,000. 

The government has made an init'al grant 
of $20,000 for the relief of the victims. It is 
not likely that the spontaneous public sub- 
seriptions for aiding the sufferers by the 
earthquake in 1906 Will be repeated, as most 
of the money then raised Was misappropriat- 
ed. It is probable that a large number of 
those who hkve lost most of their possessions 
will emigrate. 

The pope, when informed this morning of 
the destruction, was much distressed and 
said with tears in his eyes: 

„Are we having a repetition of the disaster 
of 1905? God help the poor souls.“ 

The pontiff has decided to send a sum of 
money for the relief of the sufferers. 


Will Only Enter Churches. 


The earth shocks continue, but they are 
slight. The people are still in a condition of 
apprehension, which is increased by each 
tremor, In spite of the torrential rain that is 
falling, they absolutely refuse to remain un- 
der any cover. They have made @heir beds 
in the open. Mattresges have been spread 
about the squares and the flelds surrounding 
the stricken villages, and the people are cov- 
ering themselves and their children as best 
they may. The only buildings that the 
frightened. people will consent to enter are 
the churches.

BERLIN, Oct. 24.—The hearing of the case 
of Count Kuno von Moltke, former military 
governor of Berlin, against Maximilian Har- 
Gen, editor of Die Zukunft, for defamation 
of character, is more sensational. 
Dr. von Gordon, counsel for the plaintiff, de- 
clared im court today that he eventually 
Would ask for the testimony of Emperor 
William to prove that count vom Moltke has 
never used his official position to promote 
politieal ends. Herr Bernstein, counsel for 
Harden, agreed to this propoeel. 

Herr Bernstein ther charged that the court 
clique of which Von Moltke was a member 
was guilty of infamoussecret crimes If Von 
Moltke is innocent, he said, no one else is, 
and this would seem incredible. 


Impossible, Says Moltke. 

Von Moltke, addressing the court, declared 
with strong emotion that words falled him 
when he, an old soldier, was compelled to 
defend himself against such charges after 
forty-two years of service. The existence 
of such a group as Harden alleged in the 
imperial entourage was impossible. 

Harden proposes to call the head of the 
police department dealing with this aspect 
of the public morals to testify as to what 
he knows regarding Prince Philip Eulen- 
berg, the former German ambassador to 
Vienna, and Lieut. Gen. Count William von 
Hohenau, one of the emperor's adjutants, 
who, together with Von Moltke, have been 
mentioned by Harden as members of the 
so-called camarilla or round table.“ 

Harden hee said that he will call as a 
witness Paul Liman, the author of a life of 
Emperor William, who will testify that the 
late Prince von Bismarck once expressed 
himself concerning the immoral excesses 
of Prince Eulenberg in the strongest terms 
imaginable. Harden also will call Prince 
von Bülow, the imperial chancellor, and 
Field Marshal Count von Hulsen-Haeseler, 
chief of the emperor’s military cabinet. 


Will Bar the Public. 


The bench has decided to admit testimony 
to prove that alleged unnatural practices 
prevailed among the friends of Von Moltke. 
The public will be excluded from the hear- 
ings, but representatives of the press will 
be allowed to remain. 

An army officer who served in the Guard 
du Corps at Potsdam testified to having 
taken part in unnatural orgies at the house 
of Count Lynar, which had resulted in the 
dismissal from the service in disgrace of the 
count and Lieut. Gen. Von Hohenau. The 
witness said he heard that Von Moltke was 
present at this oceasion, but he thought 
Eulenberg certainly was there. 

The court has decided to reject Eulenberg’s 
medical certificate submitted yesterday say~ 
ing he was too ill to attend the hearing and 
he has been summoned to appear tomorrow. 


WOULD NOT KEEP PHILIPPINES.

he gays cannot be overheard. 
Can Fall Back on Manual. 


“The question as between the automatic 
system on the one hand and the manual sys- 
tem on the other ig obviously one for experts 
to decide. It seems to us, however, that be- 
fore the Chicago Telephone company's exten- 
sion ordinance is passed and the community 
committed to the rates and the system 
therein contemplated, this question should be 
carefully and thoroughly investigated. 

The question, however, does not depend 
wholly upon the superiority of the automatic 
over the manual system of telephoning, be- 
cause the ordinance of the tunnel company 
does not require the use of any particular 
syste. If the automatic system proves to 
be inadequate for the demands of so large a 
city as Chicago, that company would have 
the right to use the manual system; or, what 
has been suggested by some telephone engi- 
neere as the ideal solution, a combination of 
the automatic and manual systems." 

The report goes on to say that the tunnel 
company must under its ordinance have 
20,000 phones in operation in about fifteen 
months and says it will have them. This will

CAPT. GEORGE 0. CLINTON DIES. 


Civil War Veteran and Railroad Builder

Chicago Politician and George 
MeReynolds Are Doomed to 
Prison by Supreme Court. 


BATTLE TO LAST DITCH. 


Convieted Embezzler Will Ap- 
peal, but Grain Receipts’ Fin- 
ancier Is Passive. 


Decisions handed down by the State Su- 
preme court yesterday doomed two well 
known Chicagoans to imprisonment in the 
penitentiary, The men are: 

JOHN A. COOKE, politician, convicted of con- 
spiracy to defraud the county of $23,000 while 
clerk of the Circuit court. Punishment fixed at 
confinément in the penitentiary for from one to 
five years and payment of a fine of $2,000. 

GEORGE 8. McREYNOLDS, grain broker, con- 
victed of defrauding six banks of between $500, - 
000 and $600,000 through the manipulation of 
grain warehouse receipts on which he had secured 
loans. Punishment fixed at confinement in the 
penitentiary for from one to ten years. 

On receipt of the news Cooke announced 
he would fight imprisonment to the last 
ditch. He said he would ask the court fora 
rehearing, and falling in that would appeal 
to the United States Supreme court. 

McReynolds has not made known his 
course of action. It was reported during 
the day he had decided to begin serving his 
term of imprisonment at once. This could 
not be confirmed. His attorney, Colin C. H. 
Fyffe, said a rehearing would be asked. 


Both Believed Doomed. 


There is only the siimmest chance, how- 
ever, of either Cooke or McReynolds escap- 
ing the penitentiary. It is extremely unlike- 
ly the Supreme court would grant a re- 
hearing in either case. The two men will 
be taken into custody by the sheriff as soon 
as the mandates of the court arrive, which 
will be in about three weeks unless a re- 
hearing ig petitioned. In that case, the man- 
date will be withheld until the position is 
disposed of, and that may take two months or 
more. : 

Cooke's @wyers, Donahoe & Hartnett, do 
not join their client in his announced inten- 
tion of appealing to the United States Su- 
preme court. Lawyers are well aware there 
is but a shadowy chance of getting a hearing 
in such a case before the federal tribunal. 
Cooke will have to allege an infringement of 
rights under the constitution, and even then 
it is optional with the court to hear the case 
at all. 

The Cooke case was appealed on the ground 
of errors in the hearing in the lower court, 
but the Supreme court in its decision stated 
there were no errors. The verdict of the 
lower court was affirmed. 

In the McReynolds case an important mat- 
ter of law was decided. McReynolds had 
withdrawn and sold grain from his own ele- 
vators, on which he Had borrowed money, 
giving the warehouse receipts as security. 
In his appeal McReynolds contended thé 
statute under which he was indicted applied 
not to individuals who stored their own 
grain in their own elevators, but to public 
warehouses. -The Supreme court held the 
law applied to both and affirmed the verdict 
of guilty returned in the lower court. 


Cooke Stands Trial, but Loses. 


Cooke was convicted more than a year ago 
by a jury in Judge Ben M. Smith’scourt. As 
in the case of former Superior Court Clerk 
John A. Linn, now in the penitentiary, Cooke 
was indicted on evidence obtained by the 
Citizens’ association. There were thirty-one 
counts charging Cooke with conspiracy, 
forgery, embezzlement, and the withho!ding 
of public records. By a system of pay roll 
padding and the forgery of vouchers it was 
shown he embezzled approximately $23,000 
of the funds that passed through his hands. 

Linn pleaded guilty and made restitution 
of his stealings, but Cooke stood trial. Most 
of the evidence against him was furnished by 
Charles Bradley, for many years chief deputy 
clerk. of the court. 

The charges against McReynolds grew out 
of the bankruptcy of the board of trade firm 
bearing his name in January, 1906. The firm 
failed for $750,000, and of this amount nearly 
$600,000 was owed to six banks: The Illinois 
Trust and Savings, the American Trust and 
Savings, the Bank of Montreal, the Corn Ex- 
change National, the Northern Trust com- 
pany, and the Park National of New York. 
As security for this money, which had been 
loaned to McReynolds, the banks held ware- 
house receipts fos more than 1,000,000 bushels 
of corn. Only a few thousand bushels were 
on hand when the firm became bapkrupt.

Before the “furlough” was granted In- 
spector Hunt and Assistant Chief Schuettler 
held a conference over the Crane affair in 
Hunt’s office inthe Hyde Park station. Crane 
was called in, it ies said, and told that he 
would have to go away until the matter 
could be disposed of by Chief Shippy. 


Accused of Abusing Inspector. 

It ig said Crane became abusive when he 
was told of the Grimes affidavit and in- 
sulted Inspector Hunt. Additional charges 
of insuboMination may be placed against 
him for this conduct. 

“I have detailed Capt. Madden to look up 
the facts,“ Inspector Hunt said last night. 
Crane would have been suspended had he 
not arranged for this temporary furlough. 
I have not been able to find Grimes, but I 
understand Crane was intoxicated. I don’t 
know what the quarrel was about. Grimes’ 
place is not in Crane’s precinct, so it could 
not have been over police business or gam- 
bling.“ 

Crane was transferred from the Twenty~ 
second street station to Grand Crossing soon 
after the appointment of Chief Shippy. 
Previous to that he had been at the Engle- 
wood station for a few months. 


Perry Case Is Recalled. 

While stationed at Hegewiseh Crane 
caused the arrest of Isaac N. Perry on a 
charge of arson in connection with the hurn- 
ing of the Chicago car and locomotive works. 
Mr. Perry, who was tried and acquitted, was 
founder of the National Bank of North 
America and the more recent Federal bank. 
The lieutenant worked for weeks digging up 
evidence in the ruins of the old car shops. 
He found the carbon blocks and the fuse and 
all the trail of incendiary work whieh was 
brought out in the trial of Mr. Perry. Great 
influence, he always said, was brought upon 
him to stop his prosecution. 

Crane is married and has two children. 
He resides at 6254 Halsted street. Sergeant 
Michael Duggan has been placed im charge 
of the Grand Crossing station until the dis- 
posal of the charges against Crane.

THE TELEPHONE ORDINANCE. 

The proposed consideration of the tele- 
phone ordinance in committee of the whole 
of the common council has not a valii 
argument in its favor. On the other hand, 
there are many objections which can be 
effectually urged against it, the chief cf 
which is that it will give the friends of the 
ordinance, if they are so disposed, an op- 
portunity to rush it through the council 
and cut off the passage of any amend- 
ments which might be objectionable to the 
telephone company. 

It may be that no such sinister design 
is in contemplation, but the fact that such 
a design could be easily consummated is 
sufficient reason of itself to avoid any 
risk. The telephone company and its 
friends in the council] ought not to be 
exposed to any temptation of the kind. 

Under the rules of order which govern 
council. proceedings there are neither roll 
calls nor record kept in committee of the 
whole. Every motion is decided by a viva 
voce vote, the chairman deciding whether 
it has been lost or carried, and in this 
case the chairman undoubtedly would he 
Ald. Young, as it is the custom for the 
chairman of the committee having an or- 
dinance in charge to be the chairman of 
the committee of the whole when that cr- 
dinance is under consideration by the com- 
mittee. This chairman can gavel any mo- 
tion offered up or down, and if one side 
makes as much noise as the other when 
the motion is called, who can say whether 
he decided rightly? It is too much power 
to place in any one’s hands when an ordi- 
nance of the importance of this one 18 
pending. 

But, say some of the alderm after 
the committee of the whole rises, then the 
ordinance can be taken up for considera- 
tion at a regular meeting of the council, in 
which roll calls can be had. But what 
advantage is there in this? Why make 
two bite’ of the cherry? If it is intended 
to go all over the ground a second time, 
what js the use of taking up the ordinance 
at all in committee of the whole? 

Again, it is not only possible under par- 
liamentary rules but it is customary to 
“follow with a motion for the previous 
question” when the committee of the whole 
rises and reports its finding. Should the 
chairman have a bare thirty-six votes 
back of him nothing could be brought be- 
fore the regular council but the one ques- 
tion, “ Shall. the report of the committee 
of the whole be adopted?” 

In other words, at the regular meeting 
there would be no chance for the offering 
of amendments, for dehate, or anything 
else. This may or may not be the pur- 
pose of this committee of the whole ar- 
rangement, but in any event the people of 
this city will nat be satisfied with gny 
plan which does not contemplate the 
widest investigation, amendments for all 
improvements, looking to jthe betterment 
of the service, free, open debate, and an 
opportunity for aldermen to go upon the 
record, ee 


THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 


One of the prominent magazine editors 
of the country, in a luncheon talk before 


the Chicago Association of Commerce, de- 


clared that the smoke nuisance must be 
abolished before there can be much hope 
for a city beautiful. The nonresident is 
more apt to notice a blemish of this sort 
than the resident, who has become used 
to the smoke and dirt. The occasional 
visitor is impressed with the beauty of 


parks and boulevards, with the increasing 


dignity of building construction, and with 
the wonderful opportunity which Chicago 
has to become distinguished among Ameri- 
can cities for its physical attractions. But 
his favorable comments are generally ac- 
companied by some such remark about 
the smoke nuisance as the one quoted. 
Now and then there is an outburst of 
enthusiasm on this important topic. Im- 
mediate steps are to\be taken to suppress 
the dominant nuisance. A committee is 
appointed to codperate with the city au- 
thorities in abolishing the smoke. Then 
the matter becomes forgotten, apparently, 
until it is recalled by one who looks at the 
city from an outsider’s point of view, de- 
elaring, What a magnificent city Chicago 
would become if the smoke nuisance were 
abolished.” The usual apologetic answer 


4 is that the effort is being made to improve 


conditions. In the meantime the chimneys 
all over the city continue to belch forth 
their black smoke, as any one may see 
who uses his eyes day by day. 

Such an answer found little favor with 
a Brooklyn judge a few days ago in a 
ease affecting the power house of the 
rapid transit roads. In charging the jury 
the judge declared that it was no excuse 
that the company is doing its best in the 
matter, that it is engaged in the con- 
struction and installation of contrivances 
and improvements that will abate the 
nuisance, that it is employing the best 
scientific knowledge available, and that it 
is using the latest and best and most rea- 
sonable appliances. The nuisance was 


clared efforts to remove it.) 

The plan of petty fines which was fol- 
lowed up to recent months did not appeal 
to the average citizen because of its 
chance for showing favoritism or preju- 
dice. Even that sort of a check may be 
better than nothing. There is demonstra- 
tion of the practicability of modern smoke 
consuming devices. But the smoke nui- 
sance continues. The atmosphere is sullied 
by the soot and dirt. The public health is 
injured. The comfort of the individual is 
much lessened and nothing is done to 
change such a state of affairs, It is the 
slowness of those in authority in pressing 
such problems to solution that retards the 


realization of the hopes and ambitions for 
the city beautiful.

Apparently the honors of the interna- 
tional balloon race have been carried off 
by the German, Oscar Erbsloch, in the 
balloon Pommern, with France second 
and the United States fourth. Subsequent 
investigation may reverse the positions of 
France and Germany, but there is no 
possibility that the United States will re- 
peat the victory of last year.

It must be admitted that to a large 
extent little of ecientific value is gained 
‘by these balloon trips. To a marked de- 
gree the aeronaut is at the mercy of the 
wind and is borne whither the capricious 
breeze directs. It is possible, however, 
to shape one’s course in a measure by ex- 
perimenting with the ¢urrents, and the 
skillful balloonist may outjockey his com- 
petitor by taking advantage of an upper 
or lower current as previous knowledge 
or investigation may instruct. It would 
be ungenerous, therefore, to assert that 
the German victory was the result of 
pure luck. Mr. Erbsloeh believes that he’ 
established a difference between the air 
currents in Europe end America, and that 
while in Europe low currents turn to the 
left and high currents to the right, in the 
upper regions of America northern as well 
as southern currents turn to the east. 
What effect this discovery had on his owr 
fortunes may have been evidenced by the 
steadiness of his course. 

While the sporting element was proper- 
ly interested in the excitement of the 
balloon chase, with: its international fen- 
tures, those concerned with the practical 
side of aeronautiea were watching the 
trials of the dirigible airships. There 
were no sensatiqnal flights and no im- 
mense distances were covered, but the 
competing machines moved easily and 
under the perfect contro] of their drivers, 
evidencing much progress in successful 
construction within the last year. In fact, 
so many seemingly insurmountable ob- 
stacles have been overcome, and so much 
has been accomplished, that it seems now 
only a matter of a short time when the 
problem of aerial navigation will be com- 
pletely solved. These competing tests, with 
honors and financial compensation await- 
ing the victors, are encouraging to in- 
ventors and experimenters and will keep 
alive the spirit of investigation. And so 
the week of trials in St. Louis, taking all 
things into consideration, must be con- 
sidered brilliantly successful. :

These elections at Holyrood take place on 
the occasion of each general parliamentary 
election, differing in this respect from the 
methods adopted for choosing the represen- 
tative peers of Ireland. For whereas the lat- 
ter are elected for life, the Scottish repre- 
sentative peers are elected only for the dura- 
tion of one parliament. 
Whenever a new parifament is summoned 


a royal proclamation is posted at the Market 


Cross at Edinburgh, and all the county towns 
of Scotland, ordering the election within ten 
days of the sixteen peers by whom the north- 
ern kingdom is represented in the house of 
lords at Westminster. The meeting at Holy- 
rood palace is presided over by the lord clerk 
register as the principal judicial dignitary 
of Scotland. The peers present vote for their 
nominees, while proxies are accepted for 
those who are absent, and then the lord olerk 
register makes his return to the clerk of the 
crown in chancery, and by him to the clerk 
of the house of lords.

At these elections at Holyrood the great 


roll of peers of Scotland is read out, each 


peer present, either in person or by proxy, 
answering to his name, and recording his 
vote, unless he happens to have a seat in the 
house of lords as a peer of the united king- 
dom. The great roll of the peers of Scotland 
bears the date of 1707, since which time no 
Scotoh peerage has created, the addi- 
tions which have been made thereto consist- 
ing exclusively of peerages created previous 
to that date which had falien into temporary 
abeyance through the nonappearance of the 
claimant, but which have subsequently been 
revived by the crown in favor of heirs who 
had proved their genealogical rights to the 
ancestral honors. 

The Scotch peerage as a distinct body is 
destined to eventual extinction, for the crown 
has been debarred ever since the union from 
creating any fresh peerages, while more than 
half the total number of Scotch peers have 
received from the crown since then peerages 
of the united kingdom, entitling them to seats 
in the house of lord Bach fresh grant of a 
peerage of the united kingdom to a Scotch 
peer advances the process of absorption of the 
Scotch peerage into that of the united king- 
dom, and this, together with the absence of 
any new creation, will eventually reduce the 
independent Scotch peerage to the sixteen 
peers by the terms of the act of union to rep- 
resent their order in the house of lords. These 
sixteen peers, instead of continuing a system 
of self-election, will then probably be created 
peers of the united kingdom, and thus the 
Scotch peerage as a distinct body will have 
become amalgamated into that of the united 
kingdom, the parliamentary incorporation of 
the two countries will be consummated, and 
the act of unlon passed just two centuries 
ago will have been completed.

To the inquiry received from a reader as to 
whether there is any tfuth in the story that 
the duc de Morny has the blood of the great 
Prince Talleyrand in his veins, I can only 
reply that it has long been a matter of com- 
mon beHef and gossip, and that it is men- 
tioned In many of the memoirs dealing with 
the close of the eighteenth century and the 
beginning of the nineteenth. The ancestry of 
the De Mornys is indeed of the most extraor- 

ter. It may be said to have 
origimated with King Louis XV. and one of 
his Rhouris of the Parc aux Cerfs, who bore 
him a. daughter of the name of Adelaide 
Filleul. Adelaide Filleul, a wonderfully beau- 
tiful woman, whose morals seem to have been 
but Httle Better than those of her mother, 
married count de Fiahaut, scion of one of the 
old houses of the nobility; but it is generally 
understood that the son which she bore him, 
and who was afterwards known as Count 
Charles de Flahaut, was not his offspring 
but that of the Abbe de Perigord, afterwards 
known in history as Prince Talleyrand. This 
accounts for the affection which Talleyrand, 
in spite of his appalling selfishness and ego- 
tism, always manifested for De Fiahaut. 
Charles de Flahaut entered the army at the 
age of 15 and his promotion was wonderfully 
rapid. He was a general at the age of 27, and 
at 20 an A. D. C. of Emperor Napoleon I. 
Napoleon selected him to escort his father 
and mother-in-law, the Emperor and Em- 
ress of Austria, to Dresden, and on his re- 
urn from Elba dispatched De Fiahaut to 
Vienna for the purpose of persuading Em- 
press Marie Louise to rejoin him at Paris. 

Charles de Flahaut, whose mother had 
married, en seconde noces, M. de Sousa, 
Portuguesetenvoy at Paris, was the hero of 
many @ feminine romance, the most cele- 
brated of all being that of course with Hor- 
tense de Beauharnais, daughter of Empress 
Josephine, and queen of Holland by virtue of 
her marriage with Lotis Bonaparte. There 
is no secret made of this romance. For the 
pages of the Almanach de Gotha officially 
describe the late duc de Morny as the off- 
spring of Queen Horténse and of the Comte 
de Flahaut, famous as the handsomest man 
of the army.

The child thus born to Queen Hortense and 
to the Comte de Flahaut had his birth regis- 
tered in Paris as the son Of M. de Morny, 
landed proprietor of San Domingo, and of his 
lawful wife, was inscribed with the 
Christian name of Augustus M. de Morny. 
disappeared immediately afterwarde and 
never was heard of again, and the child 
was adopted by the Comte de Flahaut's 
mother, Mme. de Sousa, that is to say, by its 
grandmother, and was brought up by her. 
Young De Morny, whose name was subse- 
quently divided so as to give the latter por- 
tion thereof an aristocratic prefix, spent his 
youth in the entourage of his grandfather, 
old-Prince Talleyrand, and under the care of 
his father, the Comte de Flahaut, who lived 
until the spring of 1870, thus surviving his 
son by several years, 

Under the circumstances it was only nat- 
ufal that young Dé Morny should have the 
entrée of all the best salons in Paris, and he 
was on terms of considerable intimacy with 
the late duke of Orleans, the duc @’Aumale, 
the duc de Nemours, and, in fact, with the 
whole family of King Louls Philippe. He re- 
frained, however, from following them into 
exile, remained on in Paris, and when his 
half-brother, Prince Louis Napoleon, became 
president of the French republic, he naturally 
attached himself to his train, 


— 


De Morny was the principal leader in that 
coup d'état which placed Napoleon on the 
throne, and the emperor rewarded him by 
lavishing all kinds of honors upon him, 
creating him first a count and then a duke, 
appointing him ambassador to the coronation 
of Cagr Alexander II., where he won his Rus- 
sian wife, Princess Troubetzkol, and later on 
secured his nomination as president of the 
corps legislatif. It was while holding that 
office that he died in his stately official resi- 
dence, the Palais Bourbon. ( 

His eldest son, the present duc de Morny, 18 
married to one of the daughters of Guzman 
Blanco, so long president of the republic of 
Venezuela. The duke has a younger brother 
of the name of Count Sergius de Morny, while 
his sister is the eccentric Marquise de Bel- 
boeuf, whose appearance last year on the 
stage of one of the small theaters in Parisin 
a particularly unsavory play led to a most 
extraordinary demonstration. against her. 


The First Steamboat.

MANY NEW IDEAS BY MAKERS: 


Inclosed Bodies and Polished Chasses 
More Numerous than Heretofore. 


New York, Oct. 24.—[Special.]J—Grand 
Central palace was filled with a great gather- 
ing of enthusiastic spectators tonight on the 
opening night of the eighth annual show of 
the Automobile Club of America. The Amer- 
jean Motor Car Manufacturers’ association 
and the Motor and Accessory Manufacturers, 
incorporated, are participants in the show, 
in which there are 277 exhibiters, of whom 
sixty-eight display automobiles and 200 tires 
or accessories of various sorts. 

In connection with the automobile exhibi- 
tion the Aero Club of America is holding its 
third annual show of aerial craft, the princi- 
pal attraction of which is the German bal- 
loon, the Pommern, which seems to have won 
the international balloon race which started 
on Monday from St. Louis. 

—~o=- 

So far as the public was concerned the show 
did not officially open until 6 o’clock tonight, 
but there was a private view for members of 
the Automobile Club of America and their in- 
vited guests from 8 o’clock in the afternoon 
until the doors were thrown open to those 
having the inclination and the means to pur- 
chase tickets. 

As the spectators reached the top of the 
stairway leading to the main floor they saw, 
at the farther end of the main aisle, the im- 
mense red spoked wheel that ts the official 
emblem of the Automobile Cluo of America, 
with the name of the organization across it in 
incandescent electric light globes. To those 
who have followed the moves and counter 
moves in the automobile industry and scoffed 
at the declaration that none but American 
made cars would be shown, one of the most 
interesting exhibits in the building was that 
of a famous French car upon which is mount- 
ed an elaborate body, the finished machine 
being shown by one of the best known coach 
builders that have gone in for automobile 
body making. With few exceptions all of the 
automobile exhibits were in place before the 
private view spectators began to swarm into 
the buildings, and several of the belated man- 
ufacturers managed to bring their show into 
the building before 8 o’clock.

New Ideas at Display. 

Of the automobiles displayed it was no- 
ticeable that there were more cars fitted 
with the various types of inclosed bodies 
than has been the case in former shows, 
with landaulet and cab bodies gaining on 
the more familiar limousine type. Beautt- 
fully polished chasses are to be seen on every 
side, and a greater proportion of automobile 
manufacturers than has been usual are using 
this method for displaying the mechanism 
of their cars. In several cases where no 
chassis is exhibited by a maker of cars an 
engine and gear case has been mounted in a 
frame to facilitate examination of these 
parts without partly dismembering a com- 
plete vehicle.

Passenger | iations May Be Amal- 
gamated to Save Money. 


Will the actiom of the Erie railroad im fil- 
ing a tariff with the interstate commerce 
commission making the second class pas- 
Senger rate between Chicago and New York 
$10, effective Nov. 20, be the basis for a rate 
war between eastern lines for low class 
passenger business?

Increased Commission Paid? 

No insinuation is made that the provisions 
of the law have been violated, but it known 
commissions have been paid steamship com- 
panies for emigrant business and the prac- 
tice has been in vogue for years. It is sup- 
posed some road may have paid an increased 
commisaion in violation of an expressed un- 
derstanding.

Would Abolish Locals. 


The operation of the Hepburn bill has had 
the effect of stopping all demoralization of 
passenger rates in the western territory and 
has done it so effectually that at a special 
meeting of the executive committee of the 
Western Passenger association it was deter- 
mined to recommend to the next meeting of 
the general association the abolition of all 
local associations. 

The amalgamation of all the passenger as- 
sociations of the country into one central 
body is being considered by all lines mem- 
bers of the various bodies. . These include the 
Trunk Line association, Central Passenger 
association, Western Passenger association, 
and the Transcontinental Passenger A880 
ciation. 

Local associations are maintained at Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Paul, 
Minneapolis, Omaha, amd Denver. The abo- 
lition of these associations would mean the 
saving of a considerable expense to the rail- 
roads.
